Owing to condition of the roads 
there was not as large an attendance 
@s usual at the fall convention of the 
Grande Prairie Political Constituency 
held in the Capitol Theatre, Grande 
Prairie, on Friday last. 

Dealing with resolutions and con- 
sideration of the new constitution 
were the principal items of business 
before the convention. 

D. M. Kennedy, M.P., and Hugh 
Allen, M.L.A., addressed the conven- 
tion after the resolutions had been 
dealt with. 

Uri Powell, president, was in the 
chair and he called upon Secretary C. 
F, Hopkins to read the minutes of the 
advisory board meeting. 

The president said that there were 
some resolutions left over from the 
annual meeting, and on motion it was 
decided to deal with these first. 

The forcing of all municipalities to 
come under the Tax Arrears Consoli- 
dation Act came in for considerable 
criticism. Both the president and 
secretary gave it as their opinions 
that a municipality Should have the 
say whether it came under the act or 
not. 

Councillor Duncan Stewart of Bear 
Lake Municipality, speaking to the 
resolution, said that the mortgage 
companies and banks were taking ad- 
vantage of the act, adding that the 
people have to make the amount up. 

Mr. Allen said that he quite agreed 
that the municipalities should have 
the same rights as towns, cities and 
villages as to whether or not they 
wish to come under the act, How- 
ever, he thought the act, taken as a 
whole, was a good one. Under the 
old act the land had to be sold, and 
he doubted if a lot of the land in this 
country on which taxes have piled up 
would bring the amount of the taxes.

Reginald MeKenna, in his magazine, 
had stated that the Conference did at

Speaking of the stupendous burden 
of debt which has piled up under the 
system, Mr, Kennedy said that Canada 
should follow the British system and 
cut down interest rates and inflate, as 


it was only in this way that debts 
could be reduced. 
Touching on wages, Mr. Kennedy 


thought that the government could not 
altogether regulate wages, but it 
could set a general liveable level. 

Returning to the control of money, 
Mr. Kennedy said that that was not 
possible without & central bank, which 
he understood was advised by the 
commission, The U. F. A. members 
in the House were the first to suggest 
the establishment of a central bank, 
he claimed, 

“President Roosevelt,” continued Mr. 
Kennedy, “has shown that he under- 
stands the function of money and he 
is doing what the U.F.A. have ad- 
voeated in parliament and elsewhere, 
viz., planned production and the regu- 
lation of the volume of money.” 

The speaker contended that the rise 
in the price of wheat was due to the 
inflation procedure of the United 
States, 

Referring to the wheat situation, the 
federal member agreed that there was 
a surplus, so far as the immediate de- 
mand was concerned. He stated that 
he was utterly opposed to destroying 
foodstuffs, but he was also opposed 
to piling up surpluses, and advised re- 
ducing acreage as a preliminary step 
in meeting the situation. 
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
